DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a rule 371 continuation of PCT Serial Number PCT/GB99/04027. 
Claims 1-23 are currently pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, apphcant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claini(s) 1-16 and 18-21, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising an 

immunologically effective epitope of a rhesus protein, peptides of rhesus protein and their use in 
the manufacture of a medicament. 

Group II, claim(s) 17, drawn to a method of tolerizing a subject comprising administering a peptide of a 
rhesus protein. 

Group III, claim(s) 22, drawn to an in vitro method of determining the effect of one or more epitopes 
from a rhesus protein on a human lymphocyte. 

Group rV, claim(s) 23, drawn to a method of determining the propensity of a RhD negative subject to 
produce anti-D antibodies after exposure to RhD positive blood. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-FV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13,1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: The usefulness of epitopes derived from Rhesus D and Cc/Ee proteins 
in immunotherapy and in the induction of immune responses has been described in Table 3 in particular 
of Barker et al. (Blood [1997] 90(7):2701-2715; U on form PTO-892) and in Stott et al. (Blood [1998] 
92(10), part 1, supplement 1, page 25 A; V on form PTO-892). The references each imphcitly consider 
the use of such peptides in pharmaceutical compositions (Abstract in particular). These two documents 
anticipate the subject matter of generic claims 1 to 4, 7 to 9. Accordingly, the claims do not represent a 
single general inventive concept.
